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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new limitations 'polyoxyethylene sorbitan mono-oleate' and 'sorbitan mono-oleate* now added to claims 17, 
30 and 32 lack antecedent basis in the specification, raising a new issue requiring further consideration. 

The new limitations 'polyoxyethylene sorbitan mono-oleate' and 'sorbitan mono-oleate' in the new claim 42 lack antecedent basis 
in the specification, raising a new issue requiring further consideration. 

The new amendments introduced to claim 32 removes the claim dependency from claim 1 7 or claim 30, and thus changes the 
scope of the claim. As amended, the E. rhusiopathiae recited in claim 32 is no longer inactivated with beta-propiolactone and formalin, 
and therefore requires further consideration under 35 U.S.C § 102 necessitating a new/modified art rejection. The same is true with the 
new claim 42. 
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
